A Man’s Aoneur is his political life; 

and the moment he facrifices it, he . 
dies a po isical death—he is no longer 4 
ufeful member of the community, but 
is tirn'y a burden jo fuciety, It is a com- 
mon faying, that if a. man's word can- 
not be depended on, he is good for no- 
thing. A perfon in private life may 
reader fome fervices to the community, 
as well as to jadiviepals, fo long as his 
word is fufficient for another’s fecurity $ 
but a man in public life may render 
more ¢fential ferviccs—as his knowledge 
is more extenfive, his influence will be 
fo of conféquence: and in proportion ` 
to his ability to do good, is he capable 


of doing evil. The public man is views 


ed asa leader, and therefure confidence 
is placed ia him without firit experica 
ging bis bhoselty: but the privae man 
is but amember, and cannot be trulted 
until his veracity is proved. . 

Lam feofible it is a dangerous tafk to 
undertake to cenfure the conduét of 
public men, even in their private deal- 
ings; but when I fee a fellow creature 
impofed on and crouded, L conceive it 
a facred dury to etpoule his caufe; and 
a perfon of rank and character, who wilt 
fier.fice his Aonour, and ivjure and op 

« prefs his seighbour, mere-y for the fake 
of isterelt, ought to be publicly cenfa- 
red by every honcft man, & never afier 
have. the leatt confidence placed in bim.
